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25X1X1, a, Eight single-engine low-wing monoplanes and one biplane 
were observed at the DRESDEN-KLOTZSCHE (N 58/F 29) airfield 
on 25 June 1949, The airfield barracks were occupied by 
Soviet units wearing the following epaulets: 


Red-bordered, black, epaulets with tank insignia 

Red-bordered, black epeulets with artillery insignia 

Black~bordered, ligat blue epaulets with prepeller and wlngs 
insignia. 
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The renort does rot furnish a clear picture of the present 

occunation of the DRESDEN-KLOTZSCHE airfield. According to 
‘the results of radio monitoring, one_ground attack reriment 
is assumed to be stationed there. 
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
